Edmonton,  January  1st,  1930.

Sir — I  have  the  honour  to  submit  herewith  the  Annual 
Report  of  the  Railways  Branch  of  the  Department  of  Rail¬ 
ways  and  Telephones  for  the  year  ending  December  31st, 
1929. 

Negotiations  for  the  sale  of  the  Provincial  Government 
railways  which  had  been  proceeding  intermittently  since  1927, 
were  brought  to  a  successful  conclusion  during  the  past  year 
with  the  ratification  by  the  Legislature,  on  March  20th,  of  an 
Agreement  whereby  the  Provincial  railways  were  disposed  of 
to  the  Canadian  Pacific  Railway  and  Canadian  National  Rail¬ 
way  Companies,  upon  terms  which  were  regarded  as  satisfac¬ 
tory  to  the  Province  of  Alberta. 

This  agreement  was  the  outcome  of  an  offer  made  by  the 
Canadian  Pacific  Railway  Company  on  September  17th,  1928, 
for  the  purchase  of  the  Edmonton,  Dunvegan  &  British  Colum¬ 
bia,  Central  Canada,  Pembina  Valley,  and  Alberta  &  Great 
Waterways  Railways,  for  a  consideration  of  $25,000,000.00, 
this  being  the  amount  which  had  been  determined  upon  early 
in  the  year  1928  as  the  sum  which  the  Government  would  be 
prepared  to  consider  for  the  sale  of  the  Provincial  railways. 
The  Canadian  Pacific  Railway’s  offer  included  the  right  to 
permit  the  Canadian  National  Railways  to  participate  in  the 
purchase  on  a  50%  basis,  and  in  November,  1928,  the  Canad¬ 
ian  National  Railways  announced  its  intention  to  avail  itself  of 
the  opportunity  afforded.  The  ratifying  agreement  provided 
for  the  assumption  of  liability  by  the  purchasing  companies 
of  the  debenture  and  bond  indebtedness  of  the  Edmonton,  Dun- 
vegan  and  British  Columbia  Railway  Company,  totaling 
$9,420,000.00,  and  the  payment  of  the  balance  of  the  purchase 
price,  amounting  to  $15,580,000.00,  in  three  instalments, 
$5,000,000.00  to  be  paid  on  the  date  of  delivery  of  possession 
of  the  undertakings,  $5,000,000.00  on  June  1st,  1933,  and 
$5,580,000.00  on  June  1st,  1939,  with  interest  on  the  deferred 
instalments  at  the  rate  of  four  per  cent.  In  addition  the  Pur¬ 
chasers  paid  the  sum  of  $152,333.08,  this  being  the  balance  of 
cash  on  hand  and  accounts  receivable  in  excess  of  current  ac¬ 
counts  payable  as  at  the  date  of  transfer.  A  further  consider- 
tion  involved  in  the  sale  of  the  railways  was  an  undertaking 
by  the  purchasing  companies  to  assume  all  expenditures  already 
incurred,  and  commitments  entered  into,  in  respect  to  the  ex¬ 
tension  from  Wembley  to  Hythe,  a  distance  of  23.3  miles,  and 
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from  Whitelaw  to  Fairview,  a  distance  of  13.3  miles.  The 
cost  of  these  two  extensions  as  at  June  30th,  1929,  was 
$947,371.74,  so  that  the  total  cash  consideration  to  be  received 
by  the  Province  for  its  Peace  River  and  Waterways  lines  will  be 
$26,099,704.82.  The  purchasers  also  undertook  to  complete 
the  two  extensions  and  to  construct  and  put  into  operation  an 
additional  sixty  miles  of  branch  lines  and  extensions  in  the  Peace 
River  District  within  a  period  of  five  years. 

The  consummation  of  this  Agreement  marks  the  termina¬ 
tion  of  a  chapter  of  Provincial  history  extending  over  a  period  of 
twenty  years,  during  which  the  interests  of  the  Province  in 
the  Northern  railways  have  advanced  from  the  indirect  one  of 
guarantors  of  the  bonds  of  the  Railway  Companies  to  actual 
ownership  and  operation  of  a  system  composed  at  one  stage 
of  five  separate  railway  entities  with  a  total  mileage  of  nearly 
900  miles  of  main  line  track. 

Under  the  terms  of  the  Sale  Agreement  the  Province  was 
required  to  continue  to  maintain  and  operate  the  railways  un¬ 
til  the  date  of  delivery  of  possession.  The  date  finally  agreed 
upon  for  the  actual  transference  of  the  railways  to  the  new 
owners,  was  midnight  of  June  30th,  1929,  and  until  that  time 
maintenance  and  operation  of  the  roads  was  continued  by 
the  Province  in  accordance  with  the  standards  and  practices 
which  had  been  previously  followed.  A  descriptive  sum¬ 
mary  of  the  work  carried  out  during  the  six  months  period 
of  January  1st  to  June  30th,  1929,  is  presented  hereafter  under 
the  heading  of  each  railway. 

The  Edmonton,  Dunvegan  &  British  Columbia  Railway 

A  total  of  55,295  ties  was  renewed  to  June  30th,  this  re¬ 
presenting  normal  tie  renewals  required  by  the  existing  track 
conditions. 

Bridge  repairs  were  undertaken  wherever  found  necessary, 
38  bridges  being  repaired.  Twenty-six  bents  were  cut  off  and 
framed,  a  total  of  63,000  F.  B.  i\I.  of  timber  being  used  in  con¬ 
nection  with  these  bridge  repairs. 

A  total  of  168  lin.  ft.  of  corrugated  galvanized  iron  pipe 
was  used  in  replacing  decayed  wooden  culverts. 

While  ballasting  operations  were  proceeding  on  the  Hythe 
Extension  a  total  of  1440  Cubic  Awards  of  ballast  was  distributed 
and  placed  in  the  track  between  Grande  Prairie  and  Wembley 
at  points  where  required. 

An  additional  spur  track,  1750  ft.  in  length,  was  laid  in 
connection  with  the  Chisholm  Lumber  Company’s  sawmill  opera¬ 
tions  at  Chisholm,  and  the  passing-track  at  Wagner  was  ex¬ 
tended  by  an  additional  569  ft.  of  track. 

New  right-of-way  fencing  was  constructed  in  the  vicinity 
of  Esher  and  Assineau  Sidings,  a  total  of  four  fence  miles  being 
erected.

Slides  which  had  occurred  between  Miles  169  and  178 
necessitated  the  removal  of  1022  cubic  yards  of  material. 

With  the  object  of  increasing  the  capacity  of  the  power- 
generating  plant  at  McLennan,  a  30-K.  V.  A.  2300  volt, 
3-phase,  60  cycle  generator  and  a  stationary  boiler  were  in¬ 
stalled  in  the  machine-shop  at  that  point. 

Miscellaneous  repairs  were  carried  out  on  water-tanks, 
station-buildings,  engine-houses,  roadway  buildings,  loading- 
platforms,  and  stockyards  wherever  found  necessary. 

The  extension  of  the  Grande  Prairie  Branch  from  Wemb¬ 
ley  to  Hythe,  which  had  been  commenced  during  the  previous 
year,  was  sufficiently  completed  to  permit  opening  for  opera¬ 
tion  on  January  14th,  1929.  This  extension  had  received  a 
preliminary  lift  of  ballast  during  the  latter  part  of  1928,  and 
ballasting  operations  were  resumed  as  soon  as  conditions  per¬ 
mitted  in  the  Spring.  A  further  quantity  of  32,570  cubic  yards 
of  ballast  was  distributed  and  placed  in  the  main  track  and 
sidings,  the  ballast  being  obtained  from  the  Company’s  ballast 
pit  in  the  vicinity  of  Mile  67.  This  extension  has  now  received 
a  lift  of  ballast  averaging  2265  cubic  yards  per  mile. 

An  additional  1274  cubic  yards  of  ballast  was  utilized  for 
stockyard  and  station-ground  improvements  at  Huallen,  Beaver- 
lodge,  Albright  and  Hythe. 

The  construction  of  a  25,000  imp.  gall,  enclosed  wooden 
water-tank  had  been  commenced  at  Hythe  in  December  of  1928, 
and  this  water-tank  was  completed  early  in  the  year. 

Shelter-stations  with  150  ft.  of  platform  were  constructed 
and  placed  at  Huallen  and  Albright.  Combination  loading- 
platforms  and  two-pen  stockyards  were  also  completed  at  the 
same  points.  Standard  tool-houses  were  provided  at  Beaver- 
lodge  and  Hythe. 

The  two-stall  engine-house  formerly  located  at  Wembley 
was  dismantled  and  re-erected  at  Hythe.  The  engine-men’s 
bunk-house  formerly  at  Wembley  was  also  moved  from  that 
point  to  Hythe.  The  coal-dock  at  Wembley  was  dismantled 
and  re-erected  at  Hythe. 

Twenty-one  sets  of  cattle-guards  were  constructed  and 
placed  in  position  on  this  extension,  and  the  approaches  to  three 
public  highway  crossings  were  protected  by  the  erection  of 
standard  protection  fencing. 

Under  the  terms  of  the  Sale  Agreement  the  expenditures 
and  commitments  incurred  by  the  Province  in  connection  with 
the  construction  of  the  Hythe  Extension  up  to  the  date  of  deliv¬ 
ery  of  possession,  are  to  be  borne  by  the  purchasing  Companies. 
The  total  cost  of  this  extension  as  at  June  30th,  1929,  was 
$625,963.77. 

Gross  revenue  of  the  Edmonton,  Dunvegan  and  British 
Columbia  Railway  for  the  period  January  1st  to  June  30th,  1929, 
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amounted  to  $825,803.59.  After  deducting  all  expenses,  with 
the  exception  of  interest,  there  was  a  surplus  for  the  six 
months’  period  of  $307,975.92.  Condensed  income  statement 
and  general  balance  sheet  as  at  June  30th,  1929,  aie  appended 

hereto. 

The  Central  Canada  Railway 

Up  to  June  30th,  a  total  of  12,130  ties  was  renewed, 
most  of  these  ties  being  placed  between  Mile  0  and  Mile  72. 

The  station-building  at  Peace  River  was  wired  for  an  elec¬ 
tric-light  installation. 

The  construction  of  a  water-station  had  been  commenced 
at  Mile  88.4  (Little  Burnt  River)  during  the  latter  part  of  the 
previous  season,  and  this  water-station,  consisting  of  a  25,000 
imp.  gall,  enclosed  wooden  tank,  pipe  line,  pump-house  and 
dam  was  carried  to  completion  during  the  month  of  January. 
This  work  formed  part  of  the  extension  of  the  line  from  White- 
law  to  Fairview,  which  had  been  opened  for  operation  in 
November,  1928. 

The  coal-dock  formerly  located  at  Whitelaw  was  dis¬ 
mantled  and  re-erected  at  Fairview. 

Thirteen  sets  of  cattle-guards  were  constructed  and  placed 
at  public  highway  crossings  on  the  new  extension. 

An  engine-pit  was  constructed  at  Fairview,  and  the  engine- 
track  approaches  were  graded  to  the  elevation  necessitated  by 
the  new  engine-pit.  Approximately  300  lin.  ft.  of  ditching  was 
also  constructed  for  the  purpose  of  affording  sg,tisfactory 
drainage  from  the  engine-pit.  The  approach  to  the  station 
platform  at  Fairview  was  raised  and  gravelled. 

The  terms  of  Sale  Agreement  provided  that  the  costs 
and  commitments  incurred  by  the  Province  in  connection  with 
the  construction  of  the  Fairview  Extension  up  to  the  date  of 
delivery  of  possession  would  also  be  borne  by  the  purchasing 
Companies.  The  total  cost  of  this  extension  as  at  June  30th, 
1929,  was  $321,407.97. 

Gross  revenues  of  the  Canada  Central  Railway  for  the 
period  January  1st  to  June  30th,  1929,  amounted  to 

$53,630.08,  there  being  a  net  deficit  for  the  six  months  period  of 
$39,305.04  exclusive  of  interest  charges. 

Condensed  income  statement  and  general  balance  sheet  as 
at  June  30th,  1929,  are  appended. 

The  Pembina  Valley  Railway 

Beyond  normal  maintenance  requirements  very  little  work 
was  necessary  on  this  line.  Up  to  June  30th,  a  total  of  447  ties 
was  renewed  and  a  drainage  ditch  approximately  400  ft.  in 
length  was  constructed  at  Barrhead  for  the  purpose  of  facili¬ 
tating  drainage  of  the  basement  of  the  station-building  at  that 
point.

Gross  revenues  of  the  Pembina  Valley  Railway  for  the 
period  January  1st  to  June  30th,  1929,  were  $10,942.28.  Oper¬ 
ating  and  other  expenses  amounted  to  $18,069.92,  there  being 
a  net  deficit  for  the  six  months  period  of  $7,127.64. 

Condensed  income  statement  and  general  balance  sheet 
as  at  June  30th,  1929,  are  appended. 


The  Alberta  and  Great  Waterways  Railway 

Up  to  June  30th  a  total  of  39,339  ties  was  renewed.  Of 
these  ties  16,833  were  placed  South  of  Lac  la  Biche,  and  22,506 
between  Lac  la  Biche  and  Waterways. 

Repairs  to  bridges,  water  tanks,  station-buildings  and  road¬ 
way-buildings  were  undertaken  wherever  necessary. 

A  public  highway  crossing  was  graded  at  Mile  45.7. 

A  private  spur,  678  feet  in  length  was  constructed  at  Fe- 
dorah  to  serve  the  North-West  Brick  and  Supply  Company 
Limited. 

Gross  revenues  of  the  Alberta  and  Great  Waterways  Rail¬ 
way  for  the  period  January  1st  to  June  30th,  1929,  amounted 
to  $176,880.92.  Operating  and  other  expenses  were 
$152,439.75,  there  being  an  operating  surplus,  exclusive  of 
interest,  of  $24,441.17,  for  the  six  months  period.  Condensed 
income  statement  and  general  balance  sheet  as  at  June  30th, 
1929,  are  appended  hereto. 

With  the  transfer  of  the  Provincial  railway  system  to  the 
new  ownership,  participation  of  the  Railwa3"s  Branch  of  the 
Depatment  of  Railways  and  Telephones  in  active  railway  oper¬ 
ations  automatically  ceased,  its  functions,  since  the  date  of 
transfer,  reverting  to  those  related  merely  to  the  administra¬ 
tion  of  the  Provincial  Railway  Act.
